for them to fulfill their functions* 

At the suggestion of Captain Duborg, It was agreed that the Central 
Intelligence Agency should prepare a mm to all agencies concerned, for 
standardisation purposes, emaseratlng the information desired frcaa each 
agency as to their material on hand and their capabilities. «h*n this 
aaterial is eollected, another meeting will be held to coordinate this 
inf aeration and prepare requirement lists for all agencies, both In the 
category of basic and current information. 
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
